REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

.Kawasato et al. (US Pg-Pub 2003/0049456) do not teach a polymer having a 
structural unit (a1) derived from a (meth)acrylate ester having acid dissociable, 
dissolution inhibiting group and a structural unit (a2) derived from a (meth)acrylate ester 
having a lactone ring, as required by claim 1. 

Also, Kawasato et al. do not teach the photoresist composition of claim 12 and 
the method of forming a resist pattern of claim 17. 

There is no prior art teaching that would motivate one of ordinary skill in the art to 
modify the teachings of Kawasato et al. and obtained the claimed invention. 

Yamagishi et al. (US Patent 7,220,808) cannot be used as prior art because it 
was filed after the filing date of the instant application.
